\  T  a  cost  of  more  than  R45,000  and  in  less  than  six  months  of  actual 
-£*■  construction,  the  Durban  Branch  has  one  of  the  finest  cultural  facili- 
ties in  South  Africa.  Under  the  leadership  of  President  Raymond  D. 
Bayley,  whose  drive  and  tenacity  has  been  an  inspiration  to  the  members, 
this  lovely  addition  was  brought  to  completion  in  a  relatively  short  time. 
A  highlight  of  the  new  addition  is  a  regulation  size  basketball  court 
which  is  equipped  with  an  electrical  scoreboard.  The  members  were  from 
every  indication  very  proud  of  this  excellent  facility,  and  it  was  easy  to  see 
that  they  intend  to  make  good  use  of  it.  The  Branch  Basketball  Team  has 
shown  great  promise  and  currently  leads  their  league. 

President  Bayley  is  quick  to  point  out  also  that  the  chapel  has  been 
repainted  and  that  the  indirect  lighting  has  brought  another  marked  im- 
provement. The  chapel  will  now  be  tastefully  draped  and  the  Speaker's 
Stand  will  be  enlarged  and  impressively  done  in  acoustical  tile  and  an 
improved  speaker  system  will  be  installed  for  the  organ.  The  seating 
capacity  of  the  chapel  has  been  vastly  increased  and  will  be  a  credit  to 
a  lively  and  growing  branch. 

RAMAH  COMMENCES  BUILDING  PROJECT 

Ramah  Branch  has  just  begun  the  first  excavations  for  an  addition  of 
new  classrooms  and  offices.  The  existing  building  itself  will  receive  ex- 
tensive alterations  to  fill  the  needs  of  a  branch  that  has  experienced  a 
fantastic  growth  rate  in  past  months. 

Some  R32,000  worth  of  remodeling  will  provide  a  greatly  enlarged 
Relief  Society  room  as  well  as  a  modern  equipped  kitchen  which  will  be 
capable  of  serving  the  needs  of  even  overflow  crowds  at  this  building. 

When  this  much-needed  project  is  completed  there  will  be  fully-fitted 
change  rooms  just  off  the  side  of  the  stage.  There  will  be  eight  new  class 
rooms  plus  offices  for  the  District  Presidency,  which  will  now  provide 
delightfully  functional  headquarters  for  the  Transvaal  District.  This  is 
indeed  a  project  of  high  merit.

PRESIDENT   McKAY    FORMS   NEW  STAKE  IN  SCOTLAND 

President  David  O.  McKay  returned  to  the  land  of  his  ancestors  — 
Scotland,  to  officiate  in  the  creation  of  that  country's  first  stake  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints.  President  McKay  directed  the 
organization  of  the  new  Glasgow  Stake,  the  356th  in  the  Church  and  the 
first  in  Scotland.  It  is  the  fifth  stake  in  the  British  Islands  and  the  tenth 
in  Europe. 

The  new  stake  will  include  10  wards  and  branches  in  parts  of  the 
city  of  Glasgow  and  surrounding  areas.  There  will  be  a  number  of  smaller 
branches  which  will  not  be  included  in  the  new  stake  but  will  remain 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Scottish   Mission. 

Missionary  activity  has  met  with  phenomenal  success  in  Scotland 
during  the  past  two  years.  The  total  baptized  converts  in  1%1  exceeded 
4,500  and  so  far  this  year  there  have  been  more  than  4,000  baptisms  in 
that  country.

LET   US 
PERMIT   GUIDANCE 


WHAT  is  the  greatest  tool  of 
the  Adversary?  In  our 
church  meetings  whose  purposes 
does  a  state  of  confusion  and 
irreverence  serve?  For  what  pur- 
pose do  we  attend, — say  for  in- 
stance our  Sacrament  Services?  Is 
it  not  to  partake  of  the  Sacrament 
and  to  renew  our  covenants  so  that 
we  may  always  have  the  spirit  of 
the  Lord  to  be  with  us?  Of  all  the 
church  meetings  the  Sacrament 
Service  is  the  one  we  should  leave 
with  a  spirit  of  determination  to 
live  closer  to  the  Lord  so  as  to 
insure  guidance. 

Yet  how  long  will  the  Lord's 
spirit,  which  'giveth  life'  remain  to 
inspire  an  irreverant  heart?  With 
the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  to  be  with 
us  and  prompt  us  our  chances  of 
falling  are  slight.  But  Satan's 
greatest  desire  is  to  see  us  fall  and 
to  make  his  desire  a  reality.  His 
greatest  tool  is  then  that  which  will 
break  our  spirituality,  or  closeness 
to  the  Lord.  His  greatest  tool  is  to 
create  a  condition  where  the 
Lord's  influence  cannot  be  felt  to 
aid  our  judgment.  Remember  when 


we  stand  alone  against  the  adver- 
sary we  are  a  minority  with  little 
strength. 

Reverence  brings  spirituality  and 
perhaps  our  most  important  de- 
fence against  the  adversary's  most 
lethal  weapon  is  our  individual 
closeness  to  the  Lord.  Reverence 
does  not  mean  stuffy  piousness  and 
silence,  but  it  means  esteem  for  the 
Lord's  influence.  Likewise  spiri- 
tuality does  not  mean  fanaticism. 
Observe  the  leaders  of  this  great 
church.  Their  spirituality  lies  in 
their  forgetfulness  of  self  in  the 
work  and  will  of  the  Lord.  Sub- 
missiveness  to  the  will  of  the 
Lord  is  a  great  quality,  and  it 
is  a  quality  which  must  be  culti- 
vated by  the  members. 

When  chaos  reigns,  let  us  remem- 
ber whose  purposes  it  serves.  Each 
week  let  us  as  Latter-Day  Saints 
take  from  our  meetings  "His  guid- 
ing influence"  to  give  direction  to 
our  thoughts  and  our  actions. 
Remember  reverence  will  permit 
the   Spirit  to   guide.

I  KNOW  that  Jesus  Christ  lives, 
that  He  is  the  Saviour  of  the 
world.  I  know  that  Joseph  Smith 
was  a  prophet  of  the  Lord,  that 
through  him  the  Book  of  Mormon 
was  brought  forth  unto  the  world 
as  a  second  testimony  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  that  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints 
was  re-established  by  divine  means 
to  build  the  Kingdom  of  God  here 
on  the  earth." 

The  first  time  I  heard  these 
words,  I  was  amused — yet  some- 
how impressed,  if  only  because  of 
the  sincerity  of  the  speaker.  How 
could  anyone  utter  such  a  thing  and 
be  so  sure  of  himself? 

My  life  was  in  a  turmoil. 
Divorced  — -  unhappy,  unsure  of 
the  future — frightened  of  the  past 
because  it  kept  rearing  its  ugly 
head  to  wreck  the  present.  I 
needed  something  to  cling  to.  I  was 
told — if  you  want  the  truth,  you 
must  look  for  it  yourself.  But  as 
I  saw  it,  this  gospel,  this  entirely 
new  concept  of  living  meant  a 
complete  change.  How  was  I  going 
to  face  up  to  it  and,  for  the  first 
time  in  my  life,  be  humble  — 
actually  truly  regret  what  I  had 
done,  and  to  prove  it,  be  baptised? 

The  first  time  a  date  for  baptism 
was  suggested,  I  made  plenty  of 
excuses.  But  as  I  went  through  the 
Book  of  Mormon  and  read  how 
other  people,  in  other  times  had 
ti».e  same  problems  and  overcame 
them  to  find  happiness,  I  began  to 
wonder  if  perhaps  there  was  some- 
thing in  this  gospel  for  me  too.  I 
asked  God  to  help  me  find  the 
truth.  As  I  read  on,  mv  conviction 
that  it  was  an  authentic  document 
grew.  By  simple  logic,  if  it  was 
authentic,     Joseph     Smith     was     a 


prophet,  and  the  Book  of  Mormon 
was  a  second  testimony  of  Jesus 
Christ.  And  so — after  all  my  doubts 
—  Jesus  Christ  was  actually  the 
Son  of  God,  born  of  a  virgin.  The 
more  I  thought  about  it,  prayed 
and  read  about  it,  the  stronger  this 
conviction  grew.  I  had  been  misled 
in  my  beliefs.  Now  was  my  chance 
to  grab  and  hold  on  to  something 
good. 

My  ex-wife  Pat  and  I  went 
through  the  lessons  together.  I 
learned  that  on  the  Saturday  after- 
noon that  the  missionaries  had 
come  to  the  door,  she  had  been 
very  unhappy  and  had  cried  to  our 
Father  in  Heaven  for  help.  They 
had  come  from  way  off  their  usual 
course  as  if  in  answer.  Why?  Was 
it  coincidence,  I  asked  myself?  As 
the  days  passed,  a  feeling  within 
me  took  root  that  this  was  no  co- 
incidence. I  could  stall  no  longer. 
I  knew  that  these  things  were  true, 
ana  that  if  I  denied  them  I  could 
only  sink  lower  than  before. 

And  so  Pat,  Collette  our  young 
daughter,  and  I  were  baptised  into 
Ihe  Church,  and  happily  married. 

But  do  not  let  anyone  tell  me 
that  to  accept  the  gospel  way  of 
life  is  easy.  It  is  a  straight  and 
narrow  path  with  many  temptations 
to  upset  and  lure  us  away.  It  is 
so  easy  to  give  in  and  go  back  to 
the  old  ways.  We  are  learning  to 
have  faith,  trying  to  apply  the 
principles,  and  as  we  go  along, 
strengthen  our  testimonies  so  that 
wo  can  be  sincere  when  we  testify 
to  others  that  we  too  now  know 
that  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is 
true  and  is  the  only  road  to  happi- 
ness  and  ultimate   salvation.

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A  CONVICTION  GAINED 


THE  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints  was  first  made  known 
to  me  through  my  step-sister,  who  joined  the  church  some  five  years 
ago.  Since  joining  the  church  I  have  heard  members  say  that  until  such 
time  as  a  person  is  ready  to  accept  the  Gospel  he  never  will  gain  a  con- 
viction. I  am  in  full  agreement  with  this  because  although  I  had  seen  the 
Elders  at  my  sister's  home,  and  I  had  read  a  few  of  her  books,  Mormonism 
was  nothing  more  to  me  than  a  church  whose  members  did  not  indulge 
in  tea,  coffee,  alcohol  or  tobacco. 

During  the  past  five  years  I  have  had  a  look  at  other  religions  which 
left  me  with  a  certain  amount  of  doubt  as  to  the  divinity  of  their  doctrines. 
In  January  of  this  year  both  my  husband  and  I  had  decided  to  become 
Catholics,  and  on  mentioning  this  to  my  stepsister,  she  urged  us  to  have 
Elders  call  at  our  home  first.  This  was  destined  to  change  the  course 
of  our  lives. 

When  the  Word  of  Wisdom  was  first  introduced  into  our  lives,  the 
advice  of  the  Elders  was  that  we  should  start  living  it  immediately,  and 
by  so  doing  we  would  not  only  benefit  by  it  physically  but  spiritually  as 
well.  I  can  now  testify  that  this  advice  was  quite  true,  because  shortly 
after  having  started  to  live  this  commandment,  I  received  my  conviction 
as  to  the  truth  of  the  Gospel. 

To  be  able  to  say  that  we  are  now  Latter-day  Saints  is  indeed  a  great 
honour,  but  at  the  same  time  I  have  a  deep  realization  of  the  task  which 
lies  ahead  of  both  my  husband  and  myself  in  becoming  worthy  Latter-day 
Saints.  However,  I  am  sure  that  with  prayer  and  study  we  shall  be  able 
to  endure  to  the  end. 

I  feel  that  the  opportunities  and  teachings  that  the  church  has  to 
offer  are  really  a  great  asset  to  a  member  not  only  spiritually  but  morally 
as  well,  and  if  these  opportunities  are  not  grasped  when  offered  we  have 
only  ourselves  to  blame.  It  is  the  same  as  a  doctor  who  prescribes  a 
certain  treatment  for  a  patient.  If  the  patient  does  not  follow  the  instruc- 
tions he  does  not  stand  much  chance  of  being  cured. 

I  would  like  to  convey  my  most  heartfelt  thanks  and  appreciation  to 
the  Elders  who  called  at  our  home  and  to  whom  we  owe  so  very  much; 
for  all  that  they  have  done  for  us  in  bringing  the  gospel  to  our  home. 

I  would  like  to  testify  that  I  know  that  this  is  the  true  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  and  that  the  Gospel  is  the  Word  indeed.  I  pray  that  in  the 
years  to  come  the  conviction  which  I  now  have  will  grow  stronger  each 
day.

ON  the  8th  October,  1961  I  was 
spending  the  weekend  with 
Sister  Lorna  Lloyd  when  two  young 
men  were  invited  into  her  home. 
1  was  introduced  to  them  by  Sister 
Lloyd,  but  it  was  some  days  later 
that  I  learned  their  names — Elder 
Smith  and  Elder  Bellon.  I  had 
never  heard  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints  as  I 
was  a  Presbyterian,  my  father  being 
the  Very  Reverend  R.  H.  W. 
Shepherd  D.  Litt.,  D.D.  ex- 
moderator  of  the  Church  of  Scot- 
land. 

For  a  number  of  years  I  had  felt 
that  there  was  something  lacking  in 
!he  churches  with  which  I  had  been 
familiar,  but  I  did  not  know  what 
it  was  then.  When  I  came  to  East 
London — my  home  is  in  Alice  — 
I  stopped  attending  church.  Sister 
Lloyd  told  me  a  little  of  the 
message  that  the  Elders  had  left 
with  her  and  told  me  that  she  had 
granted  them  an  appointment  for 
the  10th  of  October.  I  attended  the 
meeting  out  of  curiosity  but  when 
I  read  the  pamphlet  about  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith  I  knew  that 
what  he  had  seen  and  heard  was 
true. 

After  the  second  lesson  I  was 
often  at  the  Lloyd's  home  discuss- 
ing what  we  had  learned.  On  two 
occasions  Sister  Lloyd  and  I 
talked  right  through  the  night  about 
what  we  had  learned.

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Tribute  To  Responsibility 

"TT  seems  that  wherever  a  person  goes  he  can  always  hear  the  voice  of 
-*■  a  youngster  say  to  his  or  her  parent,  "Mom,  what  can  I  do?  I  can't 
find  anything  to  do."  We're  told  by  the  older  generation  that  this  was 
never  the  problem  twenty  years  ago.  In  this  modern  age  of  ours,  with 
toys  that  even  the  parents  enjoy  using,  there  seems  to  be  lacking  in  our 
society  something  that  occupies  the  interest  and  time  of  our  youth.  Yes, 
we  have  dolls  that  have  real  hair  and  cry  when  you  put  them  to  bed. 
Cars  that  have  motors  and  make  a  noise  when  you  use  them.  Guns  that 
do  everything  but  shoot  real  bullets.  These  things  are  all  very  nice  and 
to  a  certain  extent  necessary  but  it  seems  they  are  not  everything  a  child 
needs.  It's  true  that  the  toys  of  today  do  occupy  much  of  our  children's 
time.  But  to  find  something  merely  to  occupy  a  child's  time  is  not  the 
thing  with  which  we  should  be  concerned.  It's  what  our  children  learn 
in  their  younger  years  that's  most  important  and  most  of  the  activities 
of  our  youth  fail  to  fulfill  the  greatest  need  of  mankind,  and  that  is : 
learning  to  take  responsibility. 

We  are  all  concerned  over  the  future  generation  because  of  their 
conduct  of  today,  and  we  all  look  at  each  other  and  with  a  puzzled  ex- 
pression ask,  why?  It  isn't  really  hard  to  answer  such  a  question.  As  one 
wise  person  once  said,  "As  the  twig  is  bent  so  shall  the  tree  grow."  This 
is  why  we  would  like  to  take  our  hats  off  to  a  fourteen  year  old  boy  of 
Ramah  Branch  —  Jacobus  LeRoux. 

At  the  age  of  three  Jacobus  became  interested  in  his  mother's  knitting 
and  asked  her  to  show  him  how  she  did  it.  This  she  did  and  then  gave 
him  a  little  yarn  and  a  couple  of  knitting  needles  so  he  could  try  it  out 
for  himself.  He  was  slow  at  first  but  it  wasn't  long  when  he  was  knitting 
clothes  for  the  neighbours'  dolls.  At  the  age  of  five  when  winter  came 
Jacobus  needed  a  jersey  so  no  trouble  to  him  he  knitted  one.  Knitting 
with  Jacobus  was  no  passing  fad  because  he  had  no  intentions  of  dropping 
it  after  the  newness  wore  off.  It  wasn't  until  he  was  in  standard  one  that 
the  outside  world  discovered  his  talent.  Somehow  his  standard  one  teacher 
found  out  that  Jacobus  claimed  to  have  knitted  the  jersey  he  was  wearing. 
Finding  it  hard  to  believe  because  of  the  quality  his  teacher  paid  a  visit 
to  his  home  to  get  the  story  firsthand  and,  to  her  surprise,  found  that  his 
claim  was  true.  He  has  progressed  a  great  deal  since  standard  one  and 
now  does  all  kinds  of  fancy  patterns  getting  his  ideas  from  jerseys  he 
sees  others  wearing  because  he  cannot  read  a  pattern.  After  having  his 
clothes  taken  from  their  home  at  the  beginning  of  this  winter  Jacobus 
was  left  without  a  jersey.  Two  weeks  later  he  was  wearing  a  beautiful 
blue  jersey  which   he   had   knitted  in  his  spare  time. 

The  talents  of  this  curly-haired  youth  do  not  stop  at  the  end  of  a 
knitting  needle.  He  has  painted  several  pictures  which  show  promise,  and 
made  a  miniature  wild  animal  game  reserve  with  plaster  of  pans,  including 
trees,  water  ponds,  and  animals  painted  in  their  natural  colours.  When  the 
neighbourhood  kids  decide  to  put  on  a  play  or  have  a  wedding,  Jacobus 
is  their  costume  designer.  He  has  made  several  wedding  dresses  out  of  old 
sheets,  lace  curtains,  and  crinkle  paper  which  any  bride  would  be  happy 
to  wear.  Of  course  there  is  no  need  for  making  a  wedding  dress  unless 
you  have  a  wedding.  And  "Parson"  LeRoux  is  always  able  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  such  an  occasion  recording  the  glorious  event 
on  film  which  he  ably  snaps  himself.

Like  a  man  climbing  a 
mountain  of  limitless  height,  as  he 
reaches  each  crest,  he  sees  a 
higher  crest  to  be  scaled  and  when 
that  is  reached,  a  still  higher  one, 
an<j  so  on  for  ever.  The  reaching 
of  each  crest  opens  the  way  for  the 
next.  We  need  never  come  to  a 
point  where  we  must  sit  back  with 
nothing  further  to  do,  nothing 
further  to  strive  for  and  to 
accomplish.  It  is  the  doctrine  of 
eternal    progression. 

When  the  Saviour  said  'Be  ye 
therefore  perfect,  even  as  your 
Father  which  is  in  heaven  is  per- 
fect', He  not  only  gave  us  a 
commandment  but  held  out  the 
ultimate  goal  of  godhood.  He 
commanded  us  to  be  as  perfect  as 
God  is.  Now  would  he  have  said 
these  words  if  it  had  been  impos- 
sible for  us  to  attain  this  goal?  Do 
we  not  carry  the  spirit  of  our 
Eternal  Father  within  us,  to  prompt 
nnd  beckon  us  onto  the  heights  un- 
dreamed of  in  the  eternities  to 
come? 

Even  during  our  mortal  existence 
have  we  not  personally  experienced 
the  accomplishment  of  things  we 
at  first  thought  impossible?  I  re- 
member  a    young    man    once   stood

He  learned  to  fly,  step  by 
step,  each  step  paving  the  way  for 
the  next,  just  like  the  mountain 
climber,  until  he  had  accomplished 
the  seemingly  impossible.  Ten 
years  ago  the  thought  that  man 
could  ever  land  on  the  moon  was 
sheer  fantasy :  in  ten  years  time  it 
may   well  be  commonplace. 

Multiply  these  achievements  by 
the  endless  time  available  in  eter- 
nity and  nothing  becomes  im- 
possible  to   the   offspring   of  God. 

When  Jesus  exhorted  us  to  be 
perfect  he  meant  everyone  of  us, 
no  matter  what  our  circumstances 
01  what  sort  of  a  start  we  may 
have  had  in  this  life.  There  is  no 
need  for  anyone  to  feel  that  the 
attainment  of  the  celestial  goal  is 
beyond  his  or  her  capacity.  Some 
of  us  may  not  progress  as  fast  as 
others,  but  each  step  forward  we 
take,  no  matter  how  small,  brings 
us    nearer   to    perfection. 

There  is  no  limit  to  what  we 
can  achieve — when  God  is  our 
goal.

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THAT  NOT  ONE  CHILD 
BE  LOST 

TT  is  the  will  of  our  Father  in  Heaven  that  not  one  child  be  lost.  That 
-*-  was  the  Primary  theme  just  a  few  months  ago.  Many  many  points  for 
parents  to  ponder  were  enumerated  and  often  it  is  good  to  just  review  and 
thus  regain  and  refresh  our  thoughts  as  to  the  wonderful  experience  of 
rearing  children  in  partnership  with  God. 

Concientious  parents  are  always  concerned  about  the  welfare  of  their 
children.  They  provide  food  and  shelter,  guard  their  health,  plan  recrea- 
tion, and  supply  money  for  their  general  growing  up.  Often,  however, 
many  fail  to  realise  that  the  most  important  need  of  any  child  is  religious 
training  that  will  help  him  to  have  faith  in  God  and  to  know  right  from 
wrong.  This  training  is  a  safeguard  to  the  child's  happiness.

*  POINTS  FOR  PARENTS  TO  PONDER  : 

1.  Accept  each  of  your  children  as  he  is,  realising  that  he  is  a  precious 
child  of  God. 

2.  Remember  as  you  rear  your  children  that  you  are  literally  a 
partner  of  God.  He  has  entrusted  each  child  to  your  care.  He  is 
constantly  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  each  one.  He  is  always 
ready  to  help  you  be  a  good  parent  if  you  are  humble  enough  to 
ask  for  His  help. 

3.  Don't  take  a  chance  on  your  child's  future.  MAKE  SURE.  For 
one  week  keep  track  of  the  exact  amount  of  time  you  spend  in 
giving  spiritual  training  to  each  child.  You  may  be  surprised,  as 
many  parents  have  been,  to  realise  how  few  opportunities  your 
children  have  to  learn  the  gospel  at  home. 

4.  Be  concerned  NOW  about  the  future  welfare  and  happiness  of 
your  child.  A  few  years  from  now,  IT  MAY  BE  TOO  LATE  TO 
TEACH  HIM  THE  GOSPEL.

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THE  RIGHT  PATH 


"^11  HE  responsibility  is  upon  each  individual  to  choose  the  path  of 
-*-  righeousness,  of  faithfulness,  and  of  duty  to  fellowmen.  If  he  chooses 
otherwise  and  as  a  result  meets  failure,  misery,  and  death,  he  alone  is  to 
blame."  These  are  the  words  once  spoken  by  our  beloved  Prophet,  David 
O.  McKay  at  a  conference. 

If  the  question  were  put  to  those  who  have  been  baptised  into  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  "Have  you  chosen  the  path 
of  righteousness?"  I  am  sure  the  answer  to  that  question  would  be  in  the 
affirmative.  This  then  would  only  be  right  because  we  would  not  be  in  the 
church  if  we  had  not  chosen  the  path  of  righteousness,  by  paying  heed  to 
the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  which  opened  our  eyes  to  the  truth.  We  would  never 
have  perceived  the  wonderful  simple  teachings  of  the  gospel  had  not  the 
Holy  Spirit  guided  us.  Stop  to  think  how  many  have  heard  and  how  few 
have  accepted  the  teachings  of  Mormonism. 

Now  comes  the  second  question — have  we  all  chosen  the  path  "of 
Faithfulness"?  Now  can  we  say  'yes'?  How  many  of  our  number  has 
followed  this  path  of  righteousness  and  faithfulness.  We  of  our  own  free 
will  have  chosen  the  path  of  righteousness,  and  of  faithfulness.  This 
means  that  we  have  pledged  to  obey  all  the  commandments  of  our  Lord 
and  to  follow  his  footsteps.  I  believe  this  is  where  we  begin  to  realise 
what  the  "Law  of  Eternal  Progression"  means  and  how  basic  it  is. 

We  must  bear  in  mind  that  when  we  have  been  baptised  and  con- 
firmed into  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints  we  have  not 
yet  arrived  into  the  Celestial  Kingdom.

The  Lord  recognized  the  need  for  every  one  to  learn  about  the  gospel 
and  that  is  why  there  is  a  definite  instruction  to  teach  this  gospel  to  every 
member  in  the  church.  It  has  often  been  held  that  Sunday  School  is  just 
for  children.  We  know  how  wrong  this  is  because  we  are  firm  believers 
in  family  life  and  it  is  in  the  Sunday  School  where  we  learn  that  a  family 
that  stays  together  is  the  family  that  has  prayed  and  worshipped  together. 
Through  Sunday  School  we  progress  and  practice  faithfulness  by  learning 
how  to  obey  all  commandments  as  we  go  along. 

From  righteousness  and  faithfulness  follows  duty  to  our  fellowmen. 
Our  prophet  in  his  wisdom  mentioned  "duty  to  our  fellowmen"  last 
because  it  is  only  when  we  have  chosen  correctly  to  follow  in  the  path  of 
righteousness  and  faithfulness  in  obeying  the  commandments  of  the 
Lord  that  we  can  have  a  true  perception  and  understanding  of  our 
fellowmen. 

By  our  "fellowmen"  does  the  prophet  mean  only  members  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints  or  is  he  referring  to  all 
mankind?    I   am  sure   he  means  everybody  and   not  only  members.   How

WE  want  you  to  organize  yourselves  into  associations  for  mutual 
improvement.  Let  the  keynote  of  your  work  be  the  establishment 
in  the  youth  of  an  individual  testimony  of  the  truth  and  magnitude  of 
the  great  Latter-day  work;  the  development  of  the  gifts  within  them  that 
have  been  bestowed  upon  them  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  of  the  servants 
of  God:  cultivating  a  knowledge  and  an  application  of  the  eternal  prin- 
ciples of  the  great  science  of  life."  These  were  the  words  of  Brigham 
Young,  prophet  of  the  Lord,  when  he  first  established  the  M.I. A.  Today 
this  is  still  the  aim  of  the  M.I. A.  —  to  provide  the  spiritual,  physical,  and 
cultural  needs  of  youth,  through  the  study  of  the  gospel  and  clean,  whole- 
some social  activities.

Youth  practising  these  rules  can  surely  never  stray  from  the  Gospel, 
and  their  interest  in  and  their  devotion  to  the  Church  must  automatically 
increase. 

Firesides  for  the  different  age-groups  are  held  monthly  after  Sacra- 
ment meetings.  At  these  informal  gatherings,  member  of  the  M.I.A.  and 
their  friends  can  discuss  the  gospel  or  other  cultural  subjects,  have  debates, 
and   in  other  ways  get  to  know  each  other  mutually. 

To  enjoy  a  complete  and  well-rounded  life,  and  have  self-confidence, 
all  age-groups  must  have  the  fundamentals  of  cultural  activities,  and  the 
M.I.A.  has  Dance,  Sport,  Music,  Speech  and  Drama  programmes  to  pro- 
vide recreation   incorporating  all   these  essentials. 

The  M.I.A.  theme  for  this  year,  found  in  1st  Nephi  3:7  is  "...  I 
will  go  and  do  the  things  which  the  Lord  hath  commanded  for  I  know 
that  the  Lord  giveth  no  commandments  unto  the  children  of  men,  save 
he  shall  prepare  a  way  for  them  that  they  may  accomplish  the  thing  which 
he  commandeth  them."

Since  his  mother  has 
to  work.  Jacobus  shows  his  appreciation  by  having  dinner  prepared  when 
she  gets  home.  His  mom  says  that  it  is  just  as  good  as  if  she  had  done 
it  herself.  On  Saturdays  when  he  has  more  time  he  often  bakes  a  cake, 
after  cleaning  the  house  and  polishing  the  stoep.  All  this  is  done  not 
because  his  mother  asks  him  to  do  it  but  because  he  wants  to  help  her.
